a)  Laboratory  facilities. 

All  samples  requiring  laboratory  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Bath,  hot  only  are  reports  on  these  samples  available  from  the  Medical 
Director  but  ho.  is  always  willing  to  visit  the  District,  and  the  Medical  Practitioners 
and  myself  find  this  personal  contact  most  satisfactory. 

b )  Ambulance  Service. 

The  Ambulance  service  is  provided  and  controlled  by  the  Wiltshire  County  Council. 
The  service  in  this  district  is  controlled  from  Bradford-on-Avon  where  the  station  is 
manned  continuously.  A  sub-station  in  Warminster  also  serves  the  district.  Non-emergency 
calls  must  originate  from  a  doctor,  dentist  or  midemfe. 

To  obtain  an  ambulance  in  an  emergency :-

Special  arrangonents  for  the  treatnent  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Clavorton  Dora  Hospital,  Bath.  This  hospital 
also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
sensitive  to  penicillin. 

Poisons  Information  Service. 

A  National  Poisons  Information  Service  has  been  established  at  Guy's  Hospital, 
London,  S.E.1.  (HOP  7600)  to  provide  information  to  medical  practitioners  so  as  to 
facilitate  treatment  in  cases  of  acute  poisoning.  This  24  hour  service  is  not 
available  to  members  of  the  public. 

Organonhophorus  Poisoning. 


Certain  Insecticides  contain  organophosphoruo  poisons,  e.g.  parathion. 
Treatment  is  by  pyridinc-2-aldoxino— nethiodide  (PAM).  A  snail  supply  of  PAM  is 
available  in  the  PLoyal  Infirmary  Pharmacy  (Telephone  No.  Bristol  22041 ). 

An  emergency  service  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  organophosphorus  insecti¬ 
cide  poisoning  is  also  provided  by  the  Medical  Division,  C.D.E.E.  (Ministry  of  Supply), 
Porton,  Wilts,  (Telephone  No.  Idniston  21 1 ) .

Water  to  the  urban  district  was  supplied  by  the  West  vilts  Water  Board  from, 
three  sources  at  -urn  Hill  in  the  urban  district,  Crockerton  in  the  aminster  and 
TTestbury  rural  district  raid  Burtcnfield  in  the  Here  and  Tisbury  district. 

Supplies  have  been  sufficient  in  quasi ty.  The  Engineer’s  report  to  the 
Board  shews  that  23,820,000  /gallons  were  supplied  to  the  urban  district  for  the  year 
ended  31 st  March,  1 965 ,  equivalent  to  a  daily  supply  of  79,000  gallons. 

All  the  dwe llinghous as  in  the  urban  district  save  one  receive  a  supply  fron 
the  Water  Board' s  nains. 

No  chemical  analyses  wore  mde  during  the  year,

Premises  Herds tered  Under  Lectio:  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955. 

143  visits  were  made  to  the  various  food  premises  and  informal  action  was  taken 
in  respect  of  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960  in  five  cases. 

Proceedings  -re re  taken  in  too  cases  for  offences  binder  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  I960  and  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  ("food  not  of  the  nature 
substance  or  quality").  Both  cases  were  against  local  food  retailers. 

Housing. 


During  the  year  111  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 

Local  Authority  building  was  still  suspended  pending  Ministry  approval  for  the 
new  estate  planned  at  Portoay  Lane. 

Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  ton  applications  were  received  for  Standard  Grants  and  these 
were  all  approved. 

There  were  tiro  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  but  neither  of  these  were 

approved. 

Slum  Clearance. 


During  the  year  four  cottages  were  demolished,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  nets. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Caravans  continued  to  be  stationed  in  toe  four  licensed  residential  sites  in  the 
District,  All  sites  were  kept  under  supervision  and  found  to  be  run  in  an  orderly  manner 
without  giving  rise  to  nuisance  or  complaint. 

Refuse  Disposal  and  Collection. 


Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  was  maintained  throught  the  year.  The 
Tip  at  Gas  House  Lane  was  completed  and  tipping  commenced  at  Portoay  Lane  which  will 
result  in  the  formation  of  approximately  15  acres  of  playing  fields. 


The  types  of  refuse  containers  being  placed  out  for  collection  have  for  some 
time  been  gradually  getting  worse.  138  Notices  were  served  under  Section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  on  the  occupiers  on  premises  requiring  the  provision  of  satisfactory 
dustbins.  117  of  those  Notices  were  complied  with,  toe  remainder  were  outstanding  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 
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
